BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA:9

NEW SECTION.  Section 1.  Exemption for land adjacent to transmission line right-of-way11

easement -- application -- limitations. (1) Subject to the conditions of this section, for tax years beginning after12

December 31, 2007, there is allowed an exemption from property taxes for the portion of contiguous or13

noncontiguous parcels of land under one ownership LAND that is within 660 feet on either side of the midpoint of14

a transmission line right-of-way or easement, excluding the property in the right-of-way or transmission line15

easement.16

(2)  (a) (i) A person applying for an exemption under this section shall make an application to the17

department, on a form provided by the department. AN OWNER OR OPERATOR OF A TRANSMISSION LINE SHALL APPLY18

TO THE DEPARTMENT FOR AN EXEMPTION UNDER THIS SECTION ON A FORM PROVIDED BY THE DEPARTMENT. The19

application must include a legal description AND A DIGITIZED CERTIFICATE OF SURVEY PREPARED BY A SURVEYOR20

REGISTERED WITH THE BOARD OF PROFESSIONAL ENGINEERS AND PROFESSIONAL LAND SURVEYORS PROVIDED FOR IN21

2-15-1763 of the property in the county for which the exemption is sought and other information required by the22

department. A separate application must be made for each county in which an exemption is sought.23

(ii) The department of environmental quality shall provide the department with any transmission line land24

survey information gathered pursuant to Title 75, chapters 1 and 20.25

(b)  An application for an exemption that would be in effect for the tax year and subsequent tax years26

must be filed with the department by March 1 in the tax year that the exemption is sought.27

(3)  (a) The taxpayer OWNER OR OPERATOR OF A TRANSMISSION LINE shall inform the department of any28

change in ownership of the land or other circumstances that may affect the eligibility of the land for the exemption.29

The department shall determine whether any changes have occurred that affect the eligibility of the land for the30

exemption.1

(b)  The exemption allowed under this section does not apply to:2

(i)  the boundaries of an incorporated or unincorporated city or town;3

(ii) a platted and filed subdivision;4

(iii) tracts of land used for residential, commercial, or industrial purposes; or5

(iv) the 1 acre of land beneath improvements on land described in 15-6-133(1)(c) and 15-7-206(2).6

(4)  For the purposes of this section, "transmission line" means an electric line with a design capacity of7

30 megavoltamperes or greater that is constructed after January 1, 2007. 8

NEW SECTION.  Section 2.  Codification instruction. [Section 1] is intended to be codified as an10
